Food Costs At Hig hest Level; Slowd own 
Of Price Ad vances Rests On Two Factors 


(By Aasociated Frees) 
CHICAGO—Upon two important 
factors which tend to check food 
price adv ances—consumer resistance 
and rapid ex pansion of production- 
rested today any hopes for a slow­ 
down in the rising cost of eating. 
Frankly , commodities men here 
do not ex pect the upward trend to 
be changed, especially during the 
winter months. The best that can 
be hoped for, they say , is that the 
rise in a few items may be slowed 
and perhaps halted or rev ersed. As 
long as food shoppers hav e more 
money to spend, they said, prices 
will be strong, larger supplies not­ 
withstanding.
